Phase I work conducted earlier in the year as part of a highway 
expansion project had identified site 18MO304. Importantly, it has 
located a pocket of hypothesized stratified and undisturbed 
cultural deposits about 60 cm deep and measuring approximately 
10 X 10 m in an area located at the base of a knoll. The recovery 
of diagnostic Kirk and Calvert projectile points in stratigraphic 
sequence indicated that at least Early Archaic and Early 
Woodland components were represented on the site. Because of 
the rarity of Archaic stratified sites in Maryland, especially in the 
Piedmont region, the Edge-Layhill site warranted Phase II testing.

No undisturbed (unplowed) stratified deposits were found at Site 18MO304 and the probability of encountering intact features on the plowed knoll is 
considered low. The site was determined ineligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places by MHT and it is not thought to retain any 
significant research potential.
